At Present the Latter Officials Make 
as Much Money as Five Supreme 
Court Judges of Missouri 
Combined. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Cotrespe ndent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 2%.—In a 
special message to the General Astembly 
Gov. Dockery, a tew days ago, warned the 
legislators against extravagance and urged 
them particularly to adopt an economical 
policy with regard to the seers ae of 
public moneys. 

This suggestion has led 'to a revival of 
the agitation for the reduction of the fees 
of the excise commissioner and the probate 
judge of St. Louis. 

Legislators contend that if these officers 
can be reduced to a salary basis the state 
will be saved $40,000 a year, almost enough 
to pay for the annual repairs of any two 
state institutions. 

A bill is now being drawn to make the 
probate court of St. Louis a salaried of- 
fice, and will probably be presented next 
Monday. 

Under the existing law the probate court 
enjoys its compensation from fees, which 
amount yearly to more than $30,000, or 
equivalent of the combined salaries of five 
judges of the supreme court of Missouri, 

Mr. Selbert's official income for 1902, ac- 
cording to his statement on file with the 
state auditor, amounted to 17,011. This 


sum represents 40 per cent of the total fees win 


of his office. Into the state treasury the 
remaining 60 per cent, or. $25,000 was paid. 

Representative Colden of Nodaway has 
introduced a bill which hes been referred 
to the committee on fees and salaries to 
cut the excise commissioner's allowance to 
25. 

With this amendment the excise law gov- 
erning the operation of 2400 saloons in St. 
Louis reads as follows:
